At this critica] 
point the shepherdess of Domre- 
my appeared before the king and 
announced that God had sent her 
to raise the siege of Orleans and 
crown Charles in the cathedral! 
of Rheims. She was placed at 
the head of the few French 
troops and succeeded, contrary 
to all expectations in her two- 
fold mission.
